NEW UOWHNO ACT. 

Or Charles A. Lawson Applies For a 
Summons Against His Wife. 

(Associated Press.) 

London, Jan 2.—The first notable case 
under the new Licensing Act, which 
weot'lnto effect yesterday, came up in 
m London police court this afternoon, 
when Sir Charles Alien Lawson, the 
Anglo-Indian newspaper editor and 
writer, applied for a summons against 
Lady Lawson, whom he described as a 
“habitual drunkard.” The summons was 
granted. 

The new act enabled either a husband 
or wife to procure a separation In the 
case of habitual drunkenness, and al¬ 
io#* the police to arrest an inebriate any- 
waere except In a private house, whether 
disorderly of not. After conviction 
drunkards are blacklisted for the space 
ol three years. If they attempt to ob¬ 
tain drink daring that period, they are 
Ifaririe to a fine, while the publican sup 
plying them is fined $60 for a first of- 
fsans and $100 for a second offence. Im¬ 
prisonment is provided for drunkenness 
while in charge of a child under seven 
yeaua of age.

The matter has 
been *o difficult of solution that it has , 
been under- investigation for over six ■ 
mouths, and that a definite and alUr 1 
get her satisfactory settlement has been J 
arrived at is a result for which Collector i 
A. R. Milne, C. M. S., is directly re- s 
apousible. That official was requested j 
by the department of custom* at Ot- ( 
tawn to look into the matter, and his re- i 
ports in compliance with that request 
have been so thorough and understand- 1 
able that the department has seen fit to , 
adopt them as complete and authorita¬ 
tive, ao much so that on the figures sub¬ 
mitted claims for rebates will be com¬ 
puted. 

In the making of solder, it might be 
explained, that an equal amount of tin 
gguL jgad. is used. Lead is dutiable, tin 
ia non-dntiable, and *t is on the amount 
of ieod employed in thp making of the 
solder that a rebate is sought. Further¬ 
more it has been thought strange that 
tbe cans made by the Automatic Canning 
Company, at New Westminster, are not 
wholly adopted, but the reason Mr. 
iltlne fully explains. 

In his report to the department at Ot¬ 
tawa he said that the greater number 
of cans are made at the canneries by 
Chinese, and this is accounted for by the 
fact that the labor required for the in- 
aide or canning process is chiefly in the 
bands of the Orientals. The cannery I 
proprietors depend almost entirely on \ 
tfcw class of labor in making their cans 1 
for the season. It would, he states, be 
practically impossible for cannery man¬ 
agers to obtain Chinese during the un¬ 
certain run of the fish, which lasts nsual- 
ly only six weeks, from July till August 
26th. Many of the canneries being situ¬ 
ated in remote parts of the province, the 
labor problem is a serious one, and, as 
will be readily seen, would be much 
more difficult were it not for the em¬ 
ployment created by the can manufac¬ 
turing process, enabling the proprietors 
to engaged the Chinamen from April of 
each year. Lying at present at the 
outer wharf is a complete automatic can 
making plant, which wos imported two 
years ago for the purpose of supplying 
cans to several canneries in this prov¬ 
ince. For the reason given, however, 
this machine has lain idle, with little 
prospect of work ahead for it. 

Collector Milne estimates that eight- 
truths of the cans used by the 74 can¬ 
neries in operation in British Columbia 
are made by hand labor. 

In relation to the amount of solder and 
flic proportion of lead in the same, it U 
Agreed on all sides, he says, that one- 
bnlf lend and one-half tin constitutes the 
•older of commerce. The solder is made 
into triangular shaped bars about three- 
(fights of an inch in diameter and 12 
inches long. These are used in the hand 
work on the cans, and about twice the 
nmonnt of solder is taken in this process 
aa is used by the machine.
